The safety of the 
nation and its future are at stake, and every man 
and woman must be held to a far stricter ae- 
countability for words or actions than in time of 
peace. The public safety ts the first and overrul. 
ing consideration. 

The most unfortunate result of the highly sen- 
sationalised clash between the mayor ot Chicage 
and Gov. Lowden is that it will give the forces 
which are at work to weaken the conduct of the 


That individual 
is now being made up as a champion of free as- 
sembly and free speech. It is to be regretted that 
even members of the Federation of Labor, which 
has repudiated the amusingly self-styled National 
Council of America and is working patriotically in 
support of the war, show some signs of confusion 
on this issue. : 

The right of free speech and free assembly is 
not an unlimited right under the constitution of 
the United States, nor under the practice of any 
nation not in a-state of anarchy. The right of

This is a truism not only in this country. It is 
a truism in revolutionary Russia; Where the most 
radical government on eafth is recognizing the 
necessity of restricting the individual's libérty of 
action. A community has the same fundamental 
right that an individual has. That right, which 
transcends all other rights, is the right Of gelt. 
preservation.

THE ‘CAPTURE OF RIGA. 
The loss of Riga is one of the unhappy misad- 


plitied and misguided radicalism of newly liberated 
Russia. It one of the many sardonic ironies of 


the men in America, who demand the most unlin- 
ited liberty that are endangéring the progress of 
libéral institutions in the world: In America we 
Nave our boisheviki, our maximalists, who in a 


ed autocracy towards victory. The Russian ex- 
tremists wfifortunately have it in their power to 
give valuable aid to militarist imperialism. 

The fall of Riga is not an event to be disguised 
by official optimism. It is a serious blow at Russia 
and a valuable addition to the German position. In 
the possession of Germany it is the base of a wedge 
to be driven between secessionist Finland and Rus- 
sia, It completes Germany's command of the Bal- 
tic. Organized by Germany, it will double the 
strength of the defenses of East Prussia and of 
Berlin. It is a base for the flanking of any ad- 
vance from Russia proper upon the German éast- 
ern frontier. 

These are the substarfifial military enge of 
the capture of Riga, which hardly need to be com- 
pleted by the taking of Petrograd. But besides 
these material advantages there is to be reckoned

Unlike most of their kin these mites 
do not burrow. A farmer working in 
wheat straw will not suffer from these

the morning and will.take a general soap 
bath at night.

It has been proveff that biting files 
breed in straw piles. The biting fly ts 
similar in appearance to the ordinary 
house fly, but differs from it In that it 
is capable of sucking blood. For a 
while this fly was held to be responsi- 
ble for the spread of infantile paralysis. 
While this theory has not been upheld 
and there is no proof that this fly 
spreads any disease in particular, it is 
a nuisance and a source of harm and 
effort to abate it should be made. Since 
this fly is attracted by filth, it is capa- 
ble of spreading typhoid and summer 
complaint in babies just as they are 
spread by house files. It bites stock, 
worries them, and decreases the milk 
supply.

This ig my twenty- 
third year aS & victim ef autumnal 
pollenosis, but for the past seventeen 
years I have found almest complete 
symptomatic relief by the use of a very 
simple device. I fold an ordinary linen 
handkerchief corner-wise into a band- 
age about an inch or an inch and a 
half wide, and tie this rather firmly 
across the nostrils and above the ears, 


the object being to compel mouth breath- 


ing and thereby prevent the entrance of 
air inte the nose. The secret of success 
with this bandage lies in having patience. 
If applied at the ht of a paroxysm 
the still profuse nasal discharge will irri- 
tate the nostrils, but if the bandage is 
raised and the nose blown as often as 
is necessary very soon the irritation 


ceases and the resulting comfort is al- 


most absolute. 

“The handkerchief must be applied 
firmly, without creases to ‘{rritate and 
one must have patience for ten or fif- 
teen minutes. If the profuse nasal dis- 
charge present at the time of application 
of the bandage soaks the latter, it is 
wise to turn it over. g 

“I never lose a moment's sleep at 
night. The handkerchief is applied early 
enough so that any irritation will have 
subsided before retiring, and paroxysms 
never occur during the night. 

“The disadvantages are the fact that 
such a bandage will not be worn, for 
obvious reasons, in a public place; that 
it compels one to breathe through the 
mouth and that dryness of the latter 
may be slightly annoying, and that it is 
rather unhandy to eat with the hand- 
kerchief in place, 

“Plugging the nares with cotton will 
not do, neither will holding a handker- 
chief before the nostrils suffice. The 
handkerchief must be applied tightly 
and patience exercised until the irrita- 
tion subsides. 

“With this comfort at hand I can 
worry through the hay fever season, 
where formerly I found it necessary to

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T is strange that the only two mem- 

bers of the imperial family of Ro- 
manoff who have publicly raised 
their voices in behalf of the fallen 
czar are a couple of women who merely 
belong to the dynasty in a left-handed 
manner. 

The one is the morganatic consort of 
Grand Duke Paul Alexandrovitch, name- 
ly Olga Karnovitch, who, diverced from 
Gen. Pistohlkors, grand master of the 
household of Paul, married the latter, 
in defiance of sovereign prohibition, and 
was consequently exiled. until the be- 
gifming of the war, making her home 
with the grand duke in Paris, under the 
name of Countess Hohenfelsen. The 
war caused Nicholas II. to permit her 
to return to Russia, where he bestowed 
upon her the title of Princess Palei, A 
few weeks ago she addressed a vigorous 
defense of the dethroned emperor to the 
French newspapers, over her signature. 

And now, last week, comes a still 
more remarkable defense of Nicholas 
II. from Countess Torpy, the morgan- 
atic wife of Grand Duke Michael Mich- 
aélaiovitch, who was banished from Rus- 
sia and deprived for many years of his. 
honors: and military dignities for hav- 
ing married her in defiance of the com- 
mands of Czar Alexander IIL

Countess Torby's article, printed in 
thé London papers, is couched in rather 
grandlloquent language, in which she 
declares that the revolutionists did not 
“flinch from tarnishing the ermine of 
the mighty zar.“ She describes the 
present fégime in Russia as “the can- 
cerous growth of an idealistic dream,” 
and winds up with an impassioned ap- 
peal to the Cossacks, to their chivalry 
and gallantry, to deat back the foe 
within our walls as well as the foe at 
our gates. Holy Russia is in danger. 
Comé forth, brave warriors! May the 
Russtan eagle rise eqee more out of its 
ashes! 

Now this manifesto in behalf of Nich- 
olas II. would come with more convinc- 
ing force had it borne the name of some 
one more closely identified with Russia 
than Countess Torby. She has never 
been in Russia, not even as a visitor, 
and has never met Nicholas II. nor 
had she ever set eyes on his father, 
Czar Alexander ey! 


She is the eldest ln of the Ger- 
man Prince Nicholas of Nassau, who 
eloped with the wife of the Russian 
chief of police, Gen. Doubelt, marrying 
her morganatically as soon as ever she 
had been divorced by the general. Gen. 
Dotbelt had been persona gratissima 
at the Muscovite court, and there was 
do much sympathy in his behalf among 
the reigning family in connection with 
his matrimonial misfortunes that his 
ex-wife was forbidden ever to set foot 
again in Russia. Moreover, Prince Nich- 
olas of Nassau, for marrying her, was 
boycotted until the day of his death by. 
all members of the imperial Russian 
family, who declined to meet or recog- 
nise him.

Some years before the war Queen 
Alexandra managed to secure for Grand- 
duke Michael a restitution of his mili- 
tary fank and honors from her nephew, 
Nicholas II. Michael was then ordered 
to join his regiment at Tifils. But the 
Countess Torby did not relish the notion 
of abandoning her palatial home at Ken- 
wood, in the suburbs of London, and her 
luxurious villa at Cannes, in the south 
of France, to exile hérself in the Cau- 
easus, and would not allow her husband 
to obey the czar’s commands, with the 
fesult that he still remained, until the 
revolution last spring, to all intents and 


purposes, an exile from his native land. 


Countess Torby cannot éven speak 
Russian without a strong foreign ac- 
cent, and the only possible right, and a 
far-fetched one at that, to speak for 
Russia, is that her mother, the ex- 
Countess Doubelt, who died as Countess 
Merenberg, was in law the daughter of 
the celebrated Muscovite Pushkin, 
the Russian counterpart of the English 
poet. Lord Byron, 


Pushkin was nod in a dul by his 
brother-in-law, George d' Anthes Heeck- 
eren, whom he challenged on the charge 
of having alienatéd the affections of his 
‘wife, and of being the father of Mme. 
Pushkin's youngest child, Natalie, after- 
wards Mme. Dowubelt, and Countess 
Merenberg. Mme. Pushkin bitterly de- 
nied the accusation, and insisted that 
Natalie was the offspring of her husband 
the poet, whom she declared had be- 
come absolutely insane with wholly un- 
founded jealousy. But the Russian 
great world and people always believed 
that the poet had died in avenging his 
honor, and Natalie, who grew up into a 
very beautiful woman, was never looked 
upon as his child. 

Curiously enough, her alleged father, 
Georges d’Anthes Heeckeren, an officer 
of the Chevalier Gardes of thé emperor 
of Russia, figured in Russian society as 
the adopted son of Baron Heeckeren, the 
Dutch envoy at Petrograd. In reality 
he was the illegitimate son of the baron 
and of Queen ‘Hortense, , wife of King 
Louis Bonaparte of Holland, and a half - 
brother therefore, like the late Duc de 
Morny, of Napoleon III, who crearad 
him a senator of France and loaded him 
with Honors on pecuring possession of 
the French throne. 


In view of Sven H Hedin's extravagant 
championship of Germany’s cause in the 
present war, it is only just and right 
to explain that, 
ceeded in penetrating the jealously 
guarded ranks of the Swedish nobility, 
yet that this explorer of Central Asig, 
who was 80 lionized in England and 
France ten years ago, ia far more Ger- 
man than Swede. He is a member of 
the Jewish race and of Prussian origin, 
was brought up from his earliest boy- 
hood in Germany, at Berlin and at Halle, 


and, on graduating from the Halle unt- 


versity, contrived to secure appointment 
as a clerk to a special Swedish mission 
to the court of the shah. 

While at Teheran his connection with 
the mission was severed, and, left to his 
own devices, he started off on his travels 
into the deserts of Central Asia. He is 
far more familiar with German than 
with the Swedish language, which lIat- 
ter has never been his strong point, and

AR is dangerous. The soldier 

risks his life daily. But noth- 

ing is more certain than that 

the civilian, stay at home pop- 

ation yastly exaggerates the dangers 
and the risks of war. 

There have been repeatedly printed 
gts of figures which purported to show 
the percentage of deaths in the armies 
af the allies on the western front. Ac- 
cording to those tables the average life 
of an engineer or sapper on the battle 
front was thirty minutes; aviators could 
wok forward to only thirty days of 
li after reaching the front; doctors 
were killed within a week of going into 
active bervice ; the impression was plain- 
jy conveyed that nobody in any branch 
of the service could expect to survive 
more than a few months on the western 
line. 

The figures were false. They were 
wicked. They increased the fear and 
suffering of millions of people who had 
sons or other relatives in the uniform 
of the United States. If not direct Ger- 
man propaganda, they serve at least un- 
necessarily to discourage and alarm the 
fathers and mothers of America. 


The Truth About Danger. 


The truth about the dangers and risks 
of war are told in this article, as ac- 
curately as the official figures will per- 
mit. 

Canada, for example, during the three 
years of war has lost by death seven 
out of every hundred she has sent to the 
battle front. In times of peace a cer- 
tain percentage’ of men of military age 
will die. Deducting that percentage 
from the total, it appears that the di- 
rect war loss among the troops of the 

Mominion has been a little over 6 per 
cent. 

n ts especially noteworthy that this 
Percentage tends to grow smaller with 
each year of the war. When in the first 
winter of fighting Canada sent 33,000 
practically untrained troops to the front 
she lost in that single season 2,627 
men. Consider how greatly the losses 
have been reduced to bring the total 
percentage for three years of constant 
fighting down to 7 per cent, as against 8 
per cent for the first few months. 


Trench Losses Cut. 

France, with its vast armies of nearly 
3,000,000 men, has had a similar experi- 
ence. During toe first year of war it 
records casualties of between 5 per cent 


and 6 per cent. Last year these losses 


Were cut down to 2% per cent. For the 
last six months of 1916 the percentage 
ot the whole French army killed, miss- 
Ang, or captured was only 1.28 per cent, 
about five men out of each 400. These 
are the ) official French figure, made 
public by the high commissioner of 
the French republic to the United States. 
They can be depended on as accurate. 
Many more men, of course, are wound- 
. Perhaps one man out of four, or 25 
ber cent ot the total of our armies, will 
receive @ wound of greater or less se- 
verity if the war lasts a year longer. 
But consider this: Of all the soldiers 
Wounded in battle the British surgeons 
and hospitals are turning out 90 per cent 
in such condition that they can go back 
to the battle front. About 95 per cent 
of the wounded troops finally recover, 
and only 6 per cent of them are perma- 
Mently disable. |

it is remarked that the percentage of 
death from disease among the troops of 
. allied armies is actually less than it 
ould de among the sAme number and 
why men in times of peace.

Another fact that 
has delayed the outbreak until fall has 
been that health departments all over the 
country have been on the alert to check 
an epidemic, as they feared a repetition 
of former experiences.

NEW constitution for Illinois and 
a provision in it for the full en- 
franchisement of the women of 
the state is the object of the great 
financial drive which will be formally 
launched on Sept. 19 by the Woman's 
Emergency league of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage association. It will continue 
for ten days, or until enough money is 
coaxed out of the pockets of Illinois 
people to educute every one in the state 
to the need of a constitutional revision. 

For weeks the members of the suffrage 
bodies have been busy perfecting an 
organization which they now declare to 
be irresistible. 

The financial drive will be state-wide,

The temperature, 
however, was low, and corn is maturing 
slowly; the crop needs warm, dry, and 
sunshiny weather. The bulk of the crop 
will be safe from frost in South Dakota 
in two weeks; Iowa, Sept. 80 to Oct. 15; 
Missouri, in three weeks; Kansas, nearly 
Oct. 1; southern Pennsylvania, about 
ten days. Some frost damage is reported 
from northern Minnesota. Harvesting 
and thrashing of grain have made good 
progress, except where interfered by 
showers in the central states. Rainfall 
has improved soll conditions’ for plowing 
in central districts; still too dry in the 
northwest. Showers have improved 
meadows, pastures, late truck, and late 
fruit,”
